New York, September 12.—(Special.)—The 
action of a majority of McKinley’s ap- 
pointees on the war department investigat- 
ing commission, in declining their appoint- 
ment, has occasioned little surprise, and 
even less interest here. 

There will be no real investigation of 
Alger’s doings by any committee selected 
by the president and an, attempt by Me- 
Kinley to forestall congress will be only 
another incentive to aggressive action by 
that body. 

The war officials at Camp Wikoff have 
been secretly advised that it is the presi- 
dent’s intention to prosecute his investiga- 
tion to the end and to keep on naming 
commissioners until he gets nine who wi!! 
accept, but he must know by this time that 
it will be a pitiful spectacle at most, 

' It Will Mean Nothing. 

McKinley cannot inaugurate an investiga- 
tion that will mean anything. He may eet 
apart a certain portion of the war fund to 


_ pay the expenses of such a body, but they 


will have no power to compel witnesses to 
be present and testify, or to call for ofi- 


_ cials’ documents. That is why those who 


‘were appointed refused to serve. Every 
man of them sees ahead a certain con- 
gressional investigation with real power be- 
hind it that will sweep them from public 
notice, and they are mostly men who have 
mostly reached the time of life when they 
have their own chestnuts cooking in the 
fire. 

These be days, as McKinley has found 
out, when the sort of men whom he wants 
on his commission have troubles of their 
own. The president appears to have split 
38 difference between Secretary Alger and 

-Senator Manderson on the question of 
ordering an investigation of the conduct of 
the war. The secretary wished, or pres 
tended to wish, to have the whole subject 
probed to the bottom and officers high and 
low, including himself, put through the 
mill of investigation. Mr. Manderson, on 
the other hana, made his text a sweeping 
one: “Investigate nothing.’’ The president 
has taken a middle course and invited

Geneva, September 12.—The greatest ex- 
citement prevails over the assassination 
of Empress Elizabeth. 

The postmortem examination of the re- 
mains of the late empress of Austria, who 
Was assassinated on Saturday last by an 
Italian anarchist, whose name had been 
variously given as Laccheni, Luchesi and 
Luigini, has revealed that the weap- 
on completely transfixed the heart, 
penetrating three and one-third jnch- 
es, and making a wound one-sixth 
of an inch wide, The fact that her 
majesty walked fifty yards to the steamer 
is aseribed to her remarkable wil] power 
and natura] energy. 

The body of the empress has been en- 
closed in a triple coffin and placed in a 
room transformed into a mortuary cham- 
ber. The walls of this apartment are veiled 
with black drapery covered with silver 
Stars, and several sisters of charity are 
continually on their knees beside the bier, 
praying for the soul of the departed. Near 
by stands the prayer table of the deceased, 
bearing her rosary and crucifix. 

Sympathy for the Emperor. 

The imposing demonstration of sympathy 
Organized by federal councH commenced 
at noon today. The approaches to the Ho- 
tel Beaurivage were guarded by gendarmes. 

The precession was headed by gendarmes 
wit arms reversed, Then came four bea- 
dies” witht €6ckéd hats and long cloaks, 
half yellow and half réa.” Their ‘leader 
bore a crape-covered mace. They were fol- 
lowed by the members of the government, 
the members of parliament, the diplomatic 
corps and the civic dignitaries. Then came 
a great mass’of the population of Geneva. 
In close ranks the people defiled pbare- 
headed before the hotel, in spite of the 
very hot sun. 

In the meanwhile the historic bell of the 
Cathedral St. Clemence clanged heavily. 

The procession lasted over an hour. All 
eyes were directed toward the terrace of 
the thotel, where stood General Berziviczy, 
marshal of the late empress’s household; 
the Austrian minister and the members of 
the suite of the deceased. The majority of 
the stores were closed. 

The Emperor’s Grief. 

Vienna, September 12—The emperor of 
Austria and his daughter attended mass 
this morning in the private chapel] of the 
Schoenbrunner palace. His majesty show- 
ed evidences of intense grief, but the said 
he did not jose faith in God. He expressed 
a wish for confession and communion. 

During the day the emperor re-read with 
much emotion a passage in the last letter 
he received from the empress, in which she 
expressed herself with being pleased with 
the prospect of returning to Vienna ina few 
days to witness the jubilee festivities. His 
majesty attended the msual state Guaties to- 
day and insisted upon attending personally 
to the numerous messages of sympathy he 
has received since the death of the empress. 

The Assassin Talks. 

Geneva, September 12.—On the order of a 
magistrate the assassin was taken this 
afternoon from San Anthony prison to the 
anthropometrical, where he was measured 
and photographed. Photographs were given 
to the press and will be distributed to the 
police in the cities where he lived. In the 
course of a second examination as to his 
history and the motives for the crime he 
said he had never known his father or 
mother. He was brought up at Parma, 
Italy, in a charity school and at the age of 
ten was thrown on the streets without re- 
sources. He worked as an unskilled lIa- 
borer until he was twenty. Then he served 
in the Italian army three years and a half. 

On leaving his regiment he was employed 
as the valet de chambre of the prince of 
Aragon for three months. At this time 
anarchist ideas began to possess his mind 
and, to use his own words, “prevented me 
from remaining in servitude.”’ In the course 
of a life of adventure he happened to be 
at Buda Pest in 1894. There for the first 
time he saw Empress Elizabeth. He was 
miserable and weak and applied to the 
Italian consul to be returned to Italy. The 
consul sent him to Siume. His description 
of his subsequent wanderings was vague 
and he said he seldom if ever ohtained work, 
While staying at Laussaines he saw a file

Boasted of His Crime. 

In prison he has boasted of his crime 
and he has addressed a letter to a Milan 
newspaper expressing a fear lest he be 
mistaken by Professor Cesare Lombreso for 
a degenerate. Dilating in this communica. 
tion on the objects of militant anarchism, 
he wrote: 

“Above all, it is the great who must be 
struck. Not only sovere‘gns and their mine 
isters will be reached by ‘he comrades, but 
all who make men mise:apbie on earth.”

Madrid, September 12.—The session of the 
senate today was a stormy one.

Encounter with the Insurgents. 

Captain Aunon, tninister of marine, re- 
ceived today an important dispatch from 
the Philippines describing a conflict be- 
tween the Spanish gunboats and insurgent 
flotilla in which the former successfully 
prevented an insurzent landing in the Vis- 
cayas. According to the dispatch, the in- 
surgents have five vessels, all of which 
were sunk. The, Spaniards have no. loss, 
but the telegram asserts that hundreds 
of the insurgents are believed to have 
p2rished. 

Another Leader Talks. 

General Camillo Polavieja, former gov- 
ernor general of Cuba and of the Philip- 
pines, in the manifesto declaring his read- 
iness to place himself at the head of a 
neutral party in Spanish politics, de- 
nounces the “evils existing in the present 
political system,”’ and declares that “every 
department needs cleansing.”’ 

His programme, therefore, begins with 
a “‘drastic purging of the administration,” 
and then advocates “reform in taxation,” 
and “‘purification of the electoral system.” 

After pledging his ‘unwavering loyalty 
to the throne,” General Polavieja says: 

“Spain must shape her future career in 
accordance with her reduced sphere of sov- 
ereignty, without losing her aspirations 
for the future. Above all things, full light 
is required. The Spanish people must 
no longer be deluded by misrepresenta- 
tions as to the country’s strength.”’ 

In conclusion, he repudiates the charge 
that he is aiming at dictatorship, and ap- 
peals to all Spaniards not to be silent spec- 
tators of the ruin of our country “but to 
concentrate forces and place me in power.” 

El Imparcial, -El Heraldo, El Pais, El 
Tiempo and El Globo approve the mani- 
festo. which, however, meets with many 
signs of disapproval. 

The Protocol Adopted. 

The senate at today’s session definitely 

adopted the Hispano-American protocol.

DEATH OF HON. H. C. TOMPKINS 


PROMINENT MONTGOMERY LAW- 
YER FALLS DEAD IN OFFICE. 


Death Caused by Heart Failure—Was 
Attorney General for State for 
Several Terms.

Montgomery, Ala., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hon. Henry Clay, Tompkins, Mont- 
gomery’s foremost citizen. fell dead in his 
law office this morning at 10:30 o’clock. The 
cause of his death was heart failure, super- 
induced by acute indigestion. The an- 
nouncement of his. unexpected demise pro- 
duced a shock in professional, business and 
social circles and has been the occasion of 
universal regret here teday. 

Colonel Tompkins was only fifty-four 
years of age—in the hey May of his strength 
and usefulness. He wag at the head of the 
most successful jaw firms in the state, was 
president of the First National bank of 
‘Mohtgomery, a sheet two other banks 
in thie city and an o ip dozens of tm- 
portant sbusines®enterprises here. He was

a man of means, brains and kindness and 
possessed an abundance of public spirit. 
He was the man of all others whom Mont- 
gomery could least afford to spare. 

Henry Cc. Tompkins was born in Essex 
county, Virginia. He was sixteen years of 
age when the civil was was declared and 
enlisted as a private in the Fourth Virginia 
cavalry. General Stuart. He rose to the 
rank of a captain. having fought through 
some of the hardest battles of the war. 

In 1865 ie removed fro:a Virginia to A”a- 
bama. He taught schoo] at Union Springs 
for four years, studying law during his 
leisure moments. In 1869 he began the 
practice at Union Springs. In 1874 he waé 
chairman of the county committee of his 
county and*taided materfally to accomplish 
the downfall of radicalism in Alabama in 
that eventful year. In 1878 he was elected 
attorney general of Alabama and served for 
two terms in that capacity. Since that 
time Colonel Tompkins has_ resided in 
Montgomery and nobody has contributed 
more to the city’s growtn and prosperity. 

Colonel Tompkins was chairman of the 
democratic state executive committee from 
1886 to 1894 and did splendid party service. 
He was a believer in the gold standard of 
money value, but when his party declared 
in favor of the free coinage of siiver he 
dropped into line with tne majority and 
fought valiantly for the party nominees. 
He was in line tor the best gifts at the 
bestowal of the party in this state, 

Co!ionel Tompkins leaves a wife and a 
young daighter. His wife is the daugh- 
\ter of the late Hon. M. H. Baldwin, 
of Rullock. who held the office of attorney 
general of Alabama for eighteen consecu- 
tive years. 

The funeral ceremonies will be held on 
tomorrow.

Repablicans Lose Heavily in the State 
Election. 


DEMOCRATS GAIN 12 PER CENT 


Republicans Show Up a Loss of 33 
Per Cent. 


SILVER WAS KEPT TO THE FRONT 


Colonel Blaisted Reports That the 
Democrats Have Every Reason To 
Be Proud of Day’s Work. 


Augusta, Me., September 12.—(Special.)— 
The quietest. election.ever held in Maine 
took place today with the result that the 
republican plurality is cut down 33 per cent 
and the democrats have ‘made a gain of 
at least 12 per cent. ie 

From the meager returns received at 
midnight it is thought that Governor Pow- 
ers’s plurality will not be over 25,000, and 
may not exceed 20,000. , 

Two vears ago, in a presidential year, 
he received a plurality of 48,000, and in 
1894 the republican gubernatorial candidate 
received a plurality of 39,000. The total 
vote is about 86,000 against 123,516 two years 
ago and 107,776 in 1894. 

Republican Loss Remarkable. 

The republican loss is something remark- 
able when the efforts by an almost perfect 
organization are considered. Nothing was 
left undone to poll a big vote by the repub- 
licans. 

The democratic party of Maine, at its 
convention at Bangor in July, unanimously 
declared allegiance to the Chicago plat- 
form and the result of the election is, 
therefore, gratifying to bimetallists, ag the 
issue has been kept.forward to the front. 
Governor Powers only carried his native 
town, Pittsfield, by 57 votes, whereas two 
years ago his plurality was 43, which is 
quite significant. 

Reed is re-elected for congress in the 
first district, but by a mutch reduced plu- 
rality. Two years ago he received a plu- 
rality of 6,000, but this year it cannot 
possibly be over 4,000, if it is that. 
York county, the Home of the democratic 
nominee for governor, Samuel L. Lord, the 
democrats have a fighting chance, the 
vote being so close that at this hour it 
cannot be determined who holds the fort. 
Lord carried his own town by a good 
majority. In Cumberland county, in Reed's 
district, Boston liquor dealers, it is alleged, 
sent barrels of goods to help elect the re- 
publican nominee. 

Dingley is re-elected by a good majority. 
His own city, Lewiston, elects four demo- 
cratic representatives to the legislature, 
but the rest of the county is solidly repub- 
lican. Lewiston is also the home of United 
States Senator William P. Frye. Knox 
county, in Dingley’s district, {s still in 
doubt, with a tendency to be on the demo- 
cratic side, on account of labor troubles 
relative to the lime ihdustry. 

Colonel Plaisted Talks. 

Colonel F. W. Plaisted, democratic can- 
didate for congress in the third district, 
put up a valiant fight against Congress- 
mar Burleigh, with big odds against him. 
From the returns thus far received, it is 
shown that Colone!)

Two Young Ladies Thrown to Death, 
Their Escort Seriously Injured, 
While the Horse Es- 
capes Without a 
Scratch. 


Winchester, Va,, September 12.—A most 
distressing accident occurred shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock last night on the Washing- 
ton and Harrisonburg branch of the South- 
ern railway near Bowman's station, in 
Shenandoah county, and as a result two 
young ladies of the neighborhood are dead 
and their escort has received perhaps fatal 
injuries. 

The victims were’ 

MISS LAURA DELLINGER, aged twen- 


ty years; her sister, 
MISS ALICE V. DELLINGER, aged 


eighteen years, and 

MR, SISLER, of Mount Jackson, aged 
twenty-four years. 

The catastrophe occurred within sight of 
the young girls’ residence. The party had 
been attending church and were returning 
home in a buggy. While crossing the 
tracks of the Southern near Bowman's 
they were struck. by the engine of a north- 
bound freight and the two girls were in- 
stantly killed, their bodies being horribly 


mangled. 

Young Sisler was hurled a distance of 
twenty yards and sustained a fracture of 
the right leg and right shoulder basides be- 
ing. injured internally. The buggy was 
crushed like an eggshell, while the horse 
escaped without a seratch 

Just how the party failed to notice the 
approaching train is not knowa, as it was 
plainly vistble for’ several hundred yards, 
and the crossing is.on @ heavy grade. They 
were evidently engaged in conversation and 
did not observe the train until it was upon 


them. 

Engineer Stoble, of the freight, says he 
whistled for the crossing and just before it 
was reached ‘noticed ‘the team driven upon 
the track. He reversed his engine, but too 


late. 

The pilot struck the buggy squarely be- 
tween the front and rear whecis, hurling 
the occupants in all directions. 

The Misses Dellinger were the daughters 
of J. W. Dellinger, a leading resident of

No New Cases Nor Any Suspicious 
Ones. 

Jackson, Miss., September 12.—(Special.)— 
Secretary Hunter, of the state board of 
health, states that there is no change in 
the general yellow fever situation. No new 
cases or suspicious cases have appeared 
in Jackson. People living in the vicinity 
of the infected house will be taken to a 
detention camp outside of the city limits. 
Inspector Dunn reports from Benoit that 
all suspects are well, no suspicious cases. 
Drs. Murray and Mitchell, who are investi- 
gating the sickness below Pontotec, have 
not yet filed their report. There is no new 
development in the two suspicious cases 
near Meridian. Inspector Haralson, who 
has been stationed at Taylor, passed 
through the city today. He states that 
the condition at that place is becoming 
quite serious. Dr. Souchon, of the Loui- 
siana board of health, wires Secretary 
Hunter that the official report of dis in- 
spector here is encouraging and that he 
will raise the quarantine as soon as the 
situation justifies. Inspector Gant sends 
the following report f:um Taylor's: Two 
new cases at Orwood since last report and 
two here.

surprise. 

The Americans insisting upon the inclu- 
sion of these islands, Spain will take an 
appeal to Europe. The German government, 
thus having an invitation, will lose no 
time in taking the side of the weaker na- 
tion. Then what will follow only the fu- 
ture can tell. 

It is a fact that the president is uneasy, 
and the reported declaration of Major Gen- 
eral Wheeler that the war may be re- 
newed is not without basis. New questions 
will arise, and Spain will seek to gain 
by diplomacy what she has lost in battle. 

All desire peace, but whether we will 
have it or not depends upon developments. 
Europe is imtensely jealous of the complete

.the victory had been less complete. When 
they begin to juggle about the “balance 
of power,” with the view of preserving the 
importance of Spain as one of the powers 
of the earth, it will not be from any 
friendly feeling toward the United States. 
Admiral Dewey Sees Danger. 

Mantla, September 12.—Rear. Admiral 
Dewey says he considers the situation crit- 
ical. It is understood he has asked for an 
additional cruiser and a battleship. 

The Spaniards assert that Germany will 
take a coaiing station here and that Spain 
will retain the remainder of the islands. 

The last Spanish garrison at Ilocos and 
Laguna have surrendered and the whole 
island of Luzon is in the hands of the in- 
surgents except at Manila and Cavite.

The Scene Impressive.

censin and the Sixteentm frennsyivania, 
averages 27 per cent. Half of the 600 cases 
are diarrhoea, and fifty-eight are typhoid 
fever. General Schwan’s brigade has 180 
sick, the First volunteer engineers have 
forty-nine sick. General Grant's brigade 
has 130 sick. Buttery M, of the Seventh 
artillery, has twenty-eight sick. Battery 
A, of the Sixth artillery, has fifty sick, and 
troop S, of the Second cavalry, has forty- 
one sick. There is aimost no sickness in 
battery B, of the Fifth artillery, battery 
C. of the First artillery, and the First bat- 
talion of engineers, 

Although the percentage of sick is high, 
generally, a large proportion of the cases 
are not Serious, and the death rate is low. 
l'yphoid is decreasing, and there is no oc- 
casion fOr alarm. 

As the result of the general introduction 
by General Wood, mijitary governor of 
Santiago, of American methods, this an- 
rient and always unhealthy city has a 
health record today which is quite extraor- 
‘ainary, considering the conditions that ex- 
isted here a month ago. Under the present 
Systems Santiago is divided into five di- 
visions, under five physicians, each division 
having inspectors of sewers, streets, houses 
and dispensaries, with a hundred: street 
cleaners.

You know 
Milikin is the populist leader who de- 
livered the white populists into the hands 
of the negro republicans.

Held a First Bench. 

“He was in the firét bench and certainly 
could not have. missed a word that was 
said.

General Miles Takes Hold. 

The Press has created a sensation by a 
dispatch from Camp Wikoff, which says: 

“Under peremptory orders from General 
Miles preparations are being made to break 
up this camp at once, by sending home all 
the soldiers here. This is entirely con- 
trary to what has been the understanding 
of the officers in command. General Shaf- 
ter said last week that six or seven thou. 
sand men would be kept here, at least until 
October, and this was supposed to have 
been the order of Secretary Alger. 

An officer said today that when Gener- 
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al Miles came, a telegram was sent him 
saying that his order was contrary to 
that of Secretary.Alger, and Miles replied: 

“Never mind what Alger says; I am in 
command now.’’ 

That, of course, settled it, so far as the 
officers here are concerned, and unless 
General Miles’s orders are countermanded 
next week will see the practical end of 
Camp Wikoff. 

General Bates said: ‘‘My orders are to 
send the troops away as fast as transporta- 
tion can be arranged.” 

When asked if these orders did not con- 
filct with those of Secretary Alger, ,he: 
simply said “they are new orders.”’ 

In pursuance of this plan, the deten- 
tion hospital is being abandoned. All 
the men in this hospital fit to travel are 
being sent to New York on the Shinne- ! 
cock, and others are being taken to the 
general hospital. The general hospital 
is being cleared out as fast as possible, 
there are but two or three hundred cases 
that cannot be moved without danger. 

Strong frame buildings are now being 
erected for the use of these patients. 
These buildings will be finished in two or 
three days, and the worst cases will be 
moved into them. Nearly all of these are 
typhoid fever cases, to move which would 
cause a frightful ‘mortality. Major Brown 
said that he thought there would be about 
fifty cases which could not be moved for 
two or three weeks at least. . 

What Alger Has to Say. 

Detroit, Mich., September 12.—Concerning 
reports from Camp Wikoff that the camp 
is preparing to break up under peremptory 
new orders from General Miles, Secretary 
Alger said today: 

“There is nothing new in that. Camp 
Wikoff from the first was merely intended 
as a detention camp. The purpose -from 
the first has been to get the soldiers away 
from there as soon as possible. No change 
in purpose is indicated by these dispatches 
from my own orders given before I left 
Washington.’’ 

Relative to a statement attributed to 
General \Miles to “never mind what Alger 
says,"’ etc., the secretary positively refuses 
to speak, 

Two Regiments Ordered Away. 

Washington, September 12.—Orders were 
issued from the war department ordering 
two regiments of the United States reg- 
ular troops away from Camp Wikoff, Mon- 
tauk Point. They are the Twelfth infan- 
try, which is ordered to Jefferson bar- 
racks, Mo., and the Twenty-second infan- 
try, which goes to Fort Crook, Neb., the 
station it occupied ‘before going to the war. 
The Twelfth infantry was formerly sta- 
tioned at Fort Niobrara, Neb. It is hoped 
that all the regular regiments will be away 
from ‘Montauk Point by the end of the 
week, 

The Parade Abandoned. 

The plan of having a parade in New York 
of the troops returning from Porto Rico 
and those at ‘Montauk Point has been in- 
definitely abandoned.. This is the result of 
severl conferences on the subject between 
the president and General Miles and of a 
consultation with army officers in New 
York and at Camp Wikoff. To clear up 
any misapprehension on the subject, As- 
sistant Secretary Méiklejohn this afternoon 
decided to make public the entire corre- 
spondence had so far in the matter. Af- 
ter considering aj the letters, General 
Miles issued the following: apt

The Cuban Garrison. : 

General Miles said today that the troops 
to constitute the garrison of Cuba had 
not been selected, They would consist of 
regulars, immunes and volunteers, though 
it was not possible now to even tell just 
what the proportions would be.

Getting Ready To Leave. 

Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. I., Sep- 
tember 12.—The entire attention of 15,000 
soldiers now at Camp Wikoff is directed to 
the latest developments toward the aban- 
donment of the camp here and their re- 
moval to the barracks occupied by them 
before the commencement of the war. 
General Bates’s orders are to get all the 
troops away from here as soon ag possible, 
but according to a statement made by 
him today he is not informed of the means 
of transportation to be provided by the 
quartermaster’s department. He is unable 
to estimate the léngth of time that may 
be necessary to remove the troops. The 
troops now here comprise seventeen regi- 
ments of infantry, seven regiments of cav- 
alry, six batteries of light artillery, four 
battalions of heavy artillery and six com- 
panies of the signal corps. 

The Third and Twentieth infantry regi- 
ments expect to leave here by rail tomor- 
row morning, the former going to Fort 
Snelling, Minn., and the latter to Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas. No troops left here 
today, but some recruits for the Fifteenth 
infantry arrived. 

Great activity is being displayed by the 
medical department to free the hospitals 
here of all patients who can possibly be 
removed. Between 300 and 400 sick were 
sent to New York and Brooklyn hospitals 
on Sunday on the steamer Shinnecock and 
by rail.

Changed His Views.

WHEN THE ATTACKS WERE BEGUN

Washington, D. C., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Not everybody engaged these days 
in criticising and belittling the Cubans is 
a part or parcel of the conspiracy engaged 
for the same work, but that there is such 
a conspiracy—that certain elements are 
using every means in thelr power to cast 
aspersions upon the Cuban character with 
the evident ideas of robbing the Cuban peo- 
ple of the Cuba libre for which they have 
fought so gallantly through so many vicis- 


considers the facts and the origin of all 


| th's criticism, 


‘Much of jit comes from that gang of 
Spanish sympathizers who did all their 
power to avert war and save to the hold- 
erg Of Spanish bonds the value of their 
investment; thfe gang that talked and 
voted against war in congress and which 
wags busy then, as now, in declaring Cu- 
bans unfit for self government. With 
many of these, their present position is 
doubtless due to the human desire to say, 
‘I told you so,’’ but there are sume, and 
they are men close to the white house, 
whose attitude jis dictated by the belief 
that annexation would open up a lot of 
“good things’ to those in a position to 
get close to the powers—which, in this in- 
stance, means themselves. 

Eyes of the People Being Opened. 

For a time the anti-Cuban talk of these 
elements was so loud and so persistent 
that it shut the ears and eyes of many 
well-meaning people; but now the din has, 
in @ sense, quieted down, there is reaction 
against the dishonest attacks upon the 
men who have fought thé brave fight for 
liberty. 

In their anxiety to prejudice public opin- 
ion, these anti-Cuban elements have circu- 
lated a lot of stories tending to indicate 
that those who were for recognition of 
independence had acknowledged that they 
were wrong and had joined in the -anti- 
Cuban talk. A very persistent paragrapl 
has, for instance, been going the rounds 
of the press to the effect that Senator Fuor- 
aker, who as a member of the committee 
on foreign relations made a hard fight for 
Cuban recognition, had changed front on 
the question. Senator Foraker was here 
a day or two ago, and I asked him what 
he thought of the Cuban situation, recall- 
ing to his notice the paragraph I have 
mentioned, ; 

The Oh.o senator ig a man of great posi- 
tiveness. He never attempts to evade a 
declaration of his beliefs. He was particu- 
larly positive in his reply to my question. 

Proves Former Position Correct. 

“Instead of proving that we, who favored 
recognition of the Cuban. republic, were 
wrong,’ said he, “‘the present state of af- 
fairs in Cuba proves beyond question that 
we were right. If this government had 
recognized the republic, all we would have 
to do now would be to give it a strong 
sustaining hand and many complications, 
which now face us, would be avoided. As 
it is, I fear that there will be many com- 
plications.’”’ 

“Don’t you think,’’ I ked, ‘“‘that there 
is something very like a conspiracy back 
of this anti-Cuban talk?” 

“I will not say that,” replied Senator 
Foraker. “‘You must draw your own con- 
clusions from the character of the talk 
and of the men from whom it comes. As 
for my own opinion, however, you May 
deny, with all the emphasis in your power, 
that I have seen no reason to change niy 
mind.. If you want my views on that sub. 
ject, more in retail, see a letter of mine 
which was printed in The Cincinnati Bn- 
quirer about two weeks ago.”’ 

I had no difficulty in finding the article 
in question. It is a letter written by the 
senator, under date of August 18th, to a 
friend in Columbus, who gave it to the 
newspapers. It starts out with the declar- 
ation that “the statement that I have 
changed my mind about the Cuban republic 
its entirely untrue,’ and the reasons why 
he ‘s more firmly convinced than ever of 
the wisdom of his position are given. 

Why He Supported Recognition. 

First, however, the senator gives his rea- 
sons for supporting in congress the Cuban 
republic. He quotes Senator Sherman's 
strong speech supporting the republic, and 
says: 

“The republic of Cuba was and is ail 
that Senator Sherman represented it to be 
and more. While the great mass of the 
Cubans are poor and ignorant, yet their 
leaders, whom they have been following 
in this contest, are men of ability, men of 
character and men who have unselfishly 
devoted themselves to the patriotic pur- 
poses of achieving the independence of the 
island from the sovereignty of Spain. They 
have the sympathies of and represent 75 
per cent of the population of the island 
and know a great deal more about how 
to successfully govern the island because 
of their familiarity and acquaintance with 
existing corditions than anybody this gov- 
ernment can send there. The attacks up- 
on the Cubans with which the newspapers 
have been recently teeming are largely 
false, grossly exaggerated and viciously 
malicious.” 

Not Insurgents, but (Pacificos. 

The senator then yuotes from General 
Wheeler, Commander McCalla, Lieutenant 
Moses, General Ludlow, General Lawton 
and others who came in actual touch with 
the Cubans and knew of their work. 

“General Lawton,” he says, “in a pub-

An Ohio Illustration. 

By way of illustrating the unfairness 0 
shhaiiae against the Cuban republic or the 
Cuban army as a whole the actions of a 
few men, Senator Foraker refers to the 
case of a company in an Ohio regiment. 
“The New York Herald of today,” he says, 
“contains a most mortifying detailed ac- 
count of the action of company Cc, of the 
Fourth Ohio regiment, near Arroyo. Ac- 
cording to this account, when fired upon 
by a lot of Spanish sharpshooters — 
company precipitately broke and ran, the 
captain heading the procession, and for 
safety, secreting himself in a culvert under 
the roadway. We all know the character 
of men who compose this company and we 
know that they are intelligent: and pa- 
triotic and that under ordinary circum- 
stances they would prove brave and capa- 
ble soldiers. I don’t know whether the 
facts as given in The Herald's account 
are true or not, out if so they only illus- 
trate that others as well as the Cubans 
are liable to fall below the high measure 
of common expectation.” 

When Criticisms of Cubans Began. 

Senator Foraker calls attention to whe 
fact, and this is interesting to remembcr, 
that there was no word of criticism against 
the Cubans until it was reported that Pan- 
do ‘had got into Santiago with the Spanish 
reserve force. It was then that the on- 
slaught upon the Cubans was begun by the 
newspaper correspondents at the front. 
Of course it proved to be a false alarm, #0 
far as the entrance of Pando was conh- 
cerned, but having branded the Cubans as 
cowards, the criticism had to be kept up. 
Speaking of this the senator says: 

“Te you will coasult the newspaper ac- 
counts of the proceedings in Cuba, you will 
find that at Guantanamo and at the land- 
ing of our forces at Raiquiri, and especially 
at the first battle on June 24th, where the 
Rough Riders received their baptismal ‘ire 
and young Hamilton Fish was killed, the 
Cubans received only words of compli- 
ment and praise for their gallant and ef- 
ficient services, and that no word of criti- 
cism was spoken by any one against them 
until General Shafter telegraphed to Wash- 
ington that the feared his position, taken 
after the firs: day’s fighting at Santiago, 
would prove untenable, and that he would 
have to fall back some five or six miles to 
Sevilla and there fortify. I did not see 
the telegram, but I am quoting the sub- 
stance of it as it has been spoken of in the 
newspapers. It was then given out as 2 
reason for this necessity that Garcia had 
refused to fight Pando, and had allowed 
him to join Toral in Santiago with re-en- 
forcements to the number of 7,000 or 9,09 
men. That story has been abandoned as a 
malicious falsehood. Pando was never 
anywhere near Santiago, and Garcia never 
refused to fight him nor anybody else, 
and as proof that if any re-enforcements 
at all got into Santiago they were not very 
numerous, there were found in the city 
when the surrender came, according to 
the highest numbers given in any account, 
less than 9,000, and according to most ac- 
counts less than ’7,000 men.” 

The Cubans and Their Prisoners. 

Of the reports of Cubans beheading pris- 
oners and looting the towns, Senator For 


aker says: — é 

“It is a notorious fact, well established, 
that they do not do anything of the kind. 
There are, no doubt, individual excesses 
of cruelty and cases of.'pillage, but the 
Cubans thave from the heginning returned 
to the Spaniards upon parole all the pris- 
oners taken in battle. This. hag been done 
under the orders of Gomez, and the Cuban 
generals and officers hold receipts from 
the Spanish authorities in witness of their 
humanity in this regard, and there has not 
been an instance during all thie war where 
a helpless Spanish prisoner has been mur- 
dered by Cuban authority; whereas, on 
the other hand, there has-.scarcely been an 
instance where a Cuban prisoner taken 
by the Spaniards has not*been deported or 
shot. It would be no wonder if, with such 
an experience of blood and murder, tyran- 
ny and oppression, the Cubans would mer. 
cilessly put to death their Spanish oppres- 
sors at every opportunity, and it is one of 
the amazing spectacles of restraint that 
instead of thus retaliating they have, as I 
have already stated, surrendered their 
prisoners unharmed when taken.” 

As to the Looting of the Towns. 

He thinks, too, that the charges of loot- 
ing the towns were, in most instancs, at 
least baseless. There was no looting at 
Baiquiri or Siboney, he contends, “ani 
no desire to enter Santiago for the purpose 
of looting that town, except only in the 
imagination of Cuban haters and Spanish 
sympathizers, who find no difficulty in 
abusing and attributing to the Cubans 
every kind of reprehensible practice, while 
overlooking the hyena-like outrages of the 
Spaniards with whom they seem anxious 
to fraternize, and of whom they are speak- 
ing only words of compliment and praise.”’ 

‘“But,”’ ne adds, ‘‘even if there have been 
cases in which there have been lootings by 
the Cubans, there is much to be said in 
extenuation. First, the Spanish are their 
educators, and that ig a universal habit 
with the Spaniards. In Santiago itself the 
last thing they did before surrendering was 
to lout the town, break open private houses 
and stores end public places and steal, 
rob and appropriate everything they coul?@ 
lay their Hands upon, and even now there 
is just apprehension that before the Span- 
lards leave Havana and other cities of 
Cuba those cities will be made to euffer 
the same fate. If so, it will be interesting 
to see how these outrages of the Spaniards 
will be passed over without criticism be- 
cause of their ‘bravery and gallantry,’ 
and how at the same time the abuse of 
the poor Cubans will be continued because 
of what their haters imagine they would 
do if opportunity should be afforded.” 

What the Cubans Say.

The Killing of Burns. 

The special in The Constitution this 
morning from Camp Poland of the mur- 
der of Private Arthur Burns by Private 
A. W. Sullivan last night, was the first in- 
timation the people of Macon had of the 
killing, and it aroused considerable inter- 
est. Both parties were members of the 
Macon volunteers, Captain Sam Hunter 
commander. Sullivan is a native of Bibb 
county, @ son of a well known farmer 
and aged resident of the Rutland district. 
Bibb county. Burns enlisted with the Ma- 
con volunteers, but he did not reside in 
Bibb county. He lived near Eastman. 
Three Sullivan brothers, all of Bibb coun- 
ty, enlisted in the Macon volunteers. One 
was discharged on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, sworn out by his mother, who al- 


- leged that he was under the army age. 


A second brother deserted, and the third 
brother, A, W. Sullivan, remained in the 
army and killed his tentmate last, night. 

Members of the Macon volunteers who 
are in Macon say that in their opinion A. 
W. Sullivan is mentally unbalanced, and 
that he should not have been retained in 
the army. They declare that he is a mor- 
phine eater, and to that extent is not re- 
sponsible for his acts. 

This afternoon ex-Second Lieutenant 
Bob Hazlehurst received a telegram from 
Captain Hunter to meet the remains of 
Private Burns in Macon tonight. 

President Nisbet’s Statement. 

At the regular monthlv meeting of the 
board of public school education of Bibb 
county tonight President R. A. Nisbet 
made the following statement:

me, submit to the decision of this board 
the question as to whether my personal 
feelings should be considered in determuin- 
ing the matter.’’ 

The following resolution was offered by 
Mr. J. W,. Cabaniss, a member of the 
board: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
board that the statement just made by the 
president in regard to the Hatcher jinci- 
dent of last June is entirely satisfactory to 
the board.,”’

toxicating liquors in the city of Athens.

The lick made by the above resolutions 
is at Mr. Macon C. Johnson, the manager 
of the Athens dispensary, who is a member 
of the First Baptist church of this city. 

Under the customs of the church, the 
First Baptist church will have to defend 
its position at the meeting of the Sarepta 
Baptist convention which convenes at 
Cloud Creek church on the th instant. 
It will rest with that association to say 
whether or not the position of the Center 
church is well taken, 

The First Baptist church will defend its 
position. It will take the ground that the 
Athens dispensary is an organized effort on 
the part of whe people to regulate the sale 
of liquor; that it hag been established by 
law, and is run by the people of the county; 
that sOMe one has to be manager, and that 
it is better to have a sober, upright, Chris- 
tian man as manager than to have a man 
of other characteristics. The church will 
stand by Manager Johnson, and if the as- 
sociation does not indorse its stand, then 
it will get out of the assoication. 

The discussion of this question at the ses- 
sion of the Sarepta association next week 
wil) be one of rare interest, as it will bring 
up the dispensary question in an entirely 
new light, and will tend to establish 
whether or not it has any religious status. 
The discussion promises,to be one of the 
rarest interest. 

The Athens dispensary was established 
in 1891 as a compromise between barrooms 
and prohibition. It was advocated by the 
prohibitionists here, who saw that straight 
prohibition could not win in the election, 
and who adopted this measure in order 
to defeat barrooms. 

In its management the very best element 
Of chHizensiijip has participated from its 
very incipiency. Prominent church mem- 
bers have been on its commission, and tne 
idea has been that the -better the men in 
charge, the better would be the regulation 
of the liquor traffic in Clarke county. 

The idea of enuren people taaving any- 
thing to do with its management ‘has been 
ad.xzcussed and criticized, out this is the 
tirst direet movement to establish the re- 
ligious status of the dispensary, if indeed 
it has any such status. 

The present dispensary commission is 
made up of Messrs. H. R. Palmer, G. H. 
Hulme and J. N. Webb. Mr. raimer is a 
Presbyterian, Mr. Hulme a Baptist and Mr. 
Web>d a Methodist. Mr. M. C. Johnson, 
the manager, is a Baptist, and Mr. A. L.

Either Lynched Negro’s Friends Car- 
ry Him Off for Burial or Whites 
Secrete the Remains.

Griffin, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)—The 
investigation of the Burden jynching, which 
was to have been set on foot today by the 
coroner, has been balked by the mystarivus 
disappearance of the Corpse of George Bur- 
den. There are two theories to account for 
this circumstance. One is that the friends 
of the negro have taken his body away to 
give it burial, and the other eml more 
probable one is that those who accomplish- 
ed the deed have secreted the renains, 
with the intention of destroying an import- 
ant link in the chain of evidence ‘against 
themselves. 

Burden is the black flend who attempted 
4n assault upon Mrs. Wilbur Coggins, in 
the western part of this county, ‘ast Fri- 
day afternoon, and was lynched Sunday 
morning just before day. 

Coroner Williams was notified yesitcrday 
of the killing and went out to hold an in- 
quest, but when he arrived at the scene 
the corpse was not to be found. The coro. 
ner says he found a large number of peo- 
Ple who saw the body as it was lying in 
the water yesterday disembowelad, riddled 
with bullets and fastened to a heavy stone, 
but it cannot be found today. 

Burden’s father swore Sunday that he 
would have revenge for the death of his 
son, and attempted to incite his race to a 
conflict with the whites, but his efforts 
proved futile and the excitement over the 
affair has about subsided. 


NORTH CAROLINA POLITICS 


REPUBLICANS CIRCULATING RE- 
PORT TO SOLIDIFY NEGROES. 


Say Democrats Are Trying To Get Law 
Passed by Legislature Disfran- 
chising the Black Man. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 12.—(Special.)— 
There is considerable talk about the new 
election law and the allegation has been 
made that it requires the officials of a 
county to appoint as election registrars the 
persons nominated by the chairmen of 
three political parties, each naming men of 


his particular party. This is inaccurate, as 
the law does not require any political party 
to make recommendations or nominations 


for registrars. Two years ago there was 
such a requirement. 

The repwblicans are widely circulating a 
statement that there is a democratic plan 
to have the legislature enact an election 
law which will disfranchise the negro. 
Never was there a greater error. The cone 
, stitution gives the legislature no power to in 
any way may infringe upon the right of 
suffrage. The legislature cannot disfran- 
chise. The people by vote can alone change 


the constitution. 

Senator Butler will this week be largely 
in the public eye again. He will be here 
ami the question is what will be his atti- 
tude on the question of fusion, He has de- 
«clared with great vehemence that he was 
unalterably opposed to anything but a mid- 
dle-of-the-road policy. Now the other 
populist leaders in this state have decided 
on fusion. Populists who claim to know 
the senator thoroughly stated tnree weeks 
ago that he would ‘‘kick a little and then’ 
fall in line.’”’ It appears that they are coi- 
rect and that he will take an active part 
in the canvass, even going so far as to 
notify the populist state cnairman, Cyrus 
Thompson, as to arranging some appoint- 
ments. There are some populsts and 
many republicans who wish the senator 
would not speak at all, as they fear some 
awkward complications. The fight has 
aroused bitter enemies. All the populict 
element which is in control hates him and 
actually speaks of his as ‘‘dead.”’ it re- 
mains to be seen whether he will not quick- 
ly adapt himself to the exigencies of the 
situation and again assume the control of 
the populist party in North Carolina, which 
was until last year so absolute and com- 
plete. His fight against Senator Pritchard 


also of his downfall. Republican State 
Chairman Hatton says his calculation is 
that the fusion majority in November will 
be 40,000. He is traveling almost constant- 
ly, trying to arrange fusion in the various 
counties where there are hitches tn the 
arrangements. He is also devoting himself 
to the task of harmonizing the discordant 
republican elements in the eighth con- 
gressional district so as to have everything 
solid for R. Z. Linney there. The death of

In the fifth congressional district there is 
no doubt that Spencer B. Adams, the re- 
publican nominee, will get the populist in- 


dorsement, which was promised weeks ago. 
There is also no doubt that the populists 
in effect dictated Adams’s nomination by 
the republicans. In fact the latter say as 
much. They also say with eyua! rrankness 
that they dictated the populist nomination 
Sof J. J. Jenkins for congress in this (the 
fourth) district. The republican district 
chairman savs the nomination of Jenkins ts 
entirely satisfactory to the republicans, 
who Kad sworn they would not support 
Congressman Strowd far re-election. who 
toak sfrong measures to prevent his re- 
nomination. The republican convention 
meets here next week to indorse Jenkins. 
It will be a mere matter of form, Strowd 
is very sorwowful at_his defeat. He begged 
the defegation ‘from his own county to 
stand by him, but his plea fell an many 
deaf ears. There is considerable curiosity 
as to who will be the democratic nomine> 
for congress in the fourth district. So far 
Ed Chambers Smith is the on!y man men- 
tioned. He desires the nomination. He 
was for two years democratic state chair- 
man and a few years ago was very promi- 
nent in the free silver movement, of which 
by the way, not one word is heard in the 
campaign in North Carolina this year. 

The democratic campaign is conducted 
mainly along the color line and not in 
twenty years has there been so vigorous a 
fight. Day by day it gets hotter and in

Has Been Easy Matter for Savannah 
Boys To Get a Smoke. 


GREEKS SOLD CIGARETTES TWO FOR A CENT 


Grand Jury Determined To Enforce 
the Law and Stop the Evil 
if Possible. 


Savannah, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)— 
Six Savannah firms, some of them among 
the foremost druggists in the city, were 
indicted by the grand jury this afternoon 
for selling cigarettes to minors. They are: 
J. M. Solomons, J. A. Mays, W. B. Adams, 
Walter D. Jores, C. Velossappaulos, and one 
other. 

The matter came up because of the recent 
shooting of a young boy by another, both 
of whom were in a Greek fruit dealer's 
stand for the purpose of securing cigar- 
ettes. 

Some fifteen or twenty boys were sum- 
moned before the grand jury and question- 
ed as to their purchases of cigarettes. 
They answered all questions, and besides 
getting the Greek fruit dealer, Velossap- 
paulos, it was found necessary to indict 
the druggists, who are among the most 
prominent men of the city. 

It has never been a difficult matter for 
a minor to secure cigarettes here, and as 
a matter of fact, he could secure them at 
all times from almost any place. Minors 
are also sold liquors on all occasions, and 
much trouble has grown out of this fact. 

The grand jury took the matter up of its 
own motion, and will continue the investi- 
gation of the sale of cigarettes to minors, 
which is contrary to the provisions of a 
state law recently passed by the legisla- 
ture. The cigarette evil has been one that 
has enslaved many of the young boys of 
this city, especially on account of the fact 
that they are sold by the Greek fruit deal- 
ers at two for a cent. The boys can get a 
cent when they cannot get any more, and 
that gives them a starter on the habit. The 
crusade against the cigarette habit has 
stirred things up, and it is likely other 
cases will be made.

The mysterious hold that Alger has on 
him is stronger than his prudence. 

Just what that hold is, nobody seems 
to know. The shrewd republican pol- 
iticlans were startled when Alger was 
appointed secretary of war; they were 
more than amazed when they 
discovered that Alger was to re- 
main in control of the affairs of the de- 
partment after war was declared with 
Spain; and they cannot understand way 
the president, at a very critical political 
moment calmly assumes responsibility 
for the cruel and murderous results of 
Alger’s blunders, and insists on retain- 
ing him in office.

Practically the secretary of war has 
charge of the army, and it was not a 
very high compliment to that branch 
of the service to appoint a man whose 
war record is dishonorable. The court 
martial that- investigated the charges 
against Alger during the civil war 
found that his conduct justified his dis- 
missal from the army. He resigned in 
time to evade the sentence; but the 
finding of the courtmartial stands black 
against him. His incompetency made 
him conspicuous in the sixties and it 
makes him conspicuous now. But in 
spite of his record, in spite of the hor- 
rifying facts that have been dragged to 
light by army men and by the newspa- 
pers, the president clings to him é1d 
shields him and appears to believe in 
him. The republican newspapers rege 
in vain.

Senator Foraker and the Cubans. 

Those newspapers and peopie who

| Opinion against the Cubans, have resort- 


cd to many devices in their endeavors 
to carry their point, even going so tar as 
to openly misrepresent the attitude of 
public men on what has become a most 
imrportan:. qvesticn, 

It is important particularly because it 
will devolve upon congress to provide 
a temporary government for Cuba and 
to say how long that government shall 
be permanert; whether the Cubans who 
Lave struggled so gallantly for their 
freedom are to have it, or are to be de- 
prived of that freedom through the ma- 
chinations of those who would have this 
government step in and take Cuba unto 
itself. 

That the ultimate fate of Cuba should 
be annexation to this country all true 
friends of the isle and of the inhabi- 
tants thereof will agree. But that 
this country having gone to war with 
Spain to free Cuba from the yoke that 
has for so many years galled her so 
heavily—having entered upon this war 
through the highest feelings of human- 
ity—shculd turn around and gobble up 
the island, putting itself in the attitude 
of simply fighting Spain in order to be 
able to step into her shoes, must be ab- 
horrent to every man in whose heart 
there is justice and love for liberty. 

When, therefore, they see what can 
scarcely be called anything else than a 
conspiracy whose object is to belittle 
the Cubans in the eyes of the world for 
the evident purpose of giving color to 
the scheme to gobble up the island 
it is natural for those who love right 
and justice to rebel. It is not only 
natural that their sense of justice should 
be shocked, but it is natural that they 
should, with all their might, resent such 
a movement to put a stigma upon the 
good reputation of this nation. 

In their effort to give strength to their 
contention that the Cubans have been 
proven unfit for self-government, these 
anti-Cubans have endeavored to create 
the impression that most, if not all of 
those who favored recognition of the 
Cuban republic in congress, have been 
converted to a contrary way of thinking. 
It is true that there may be a few men 
who, taking their opinions at second 
hand, have allowed themselves to be 
fooled by the showing made by these 
conspirators in the press and out of it; 
but no man -whose advocaey of recogni- 
tion was the result of a study of the 
subject has changed. This clamor 
against the Cubans ought to fool no- 
body, and has fooled very few. 

It was announced with a blare of 
trumpets a few days ago that Senator 
Foraker, of Ohio, had declared that he 
was wrong in advocating recognition, 
and that he, too, had been converted to 
the anti-Cuban way of thinking. This 
would have been important, if true, for 
the senator from Ohio had made a close 
study of the conditions in Cuba and had 
been, in consequence, one of the strong- 
est supporters of recognition upon the 
floor of the senate. But this announce- 
ment, like others, turns out to have 
been absolutely untrue. In a talk 
with The Constitution’s Washington cor- 
respondent, Senator Foraker shows that 
not only has he not had occasion to 
change his mind, but that he is more 
strongly convinced than ever that the 
proper solution of the Cuban complica- 
tions is the recognition of the Cuban 
republic, this government giving it as 
long as necessary a strong sustaining 
hand. 

This does not mean that we should 
rob the Cubans of the liberty for which 
they have fought through all these 
years. It does mean our help and our 
sympathy; and it would result beyond 
question in the success of that infant 
government, and in the building up of 
such relations of friendship as would 
in the end lead to the joining of our 
common interests. 

Senator Foraker has given his views 
at some length. He has traced the 
growth of the anti-Cuban talk from the 
time when it was first heard. Curiously 
enough, that was just the time when 
the heat of the Cuban sun, combined 
with the intensity of Cuban fever and 
crossed with the good American malady 
of gout, had conspired to melt the back- 
bone of the _ three-hundred-and-ten- 
pound American fighter who was the 
nominal head of the American forces. 
As that. backbone melted, telegrams talk-

The American commander complained 
of the dereliction of the Cuban general 
and his men, and then and there they 
were branded as cowards. It turhed 
out, of course, that Pando never did get 
into Santiago; that, indeed, he was not 
near there; but the dispatches hurled at 
the head of Garcia were never recalled, 
and on every possible occasion they have 
been repeated, 

The men who came in actual contact 
with the Cuban soldiers bear testimony 
to their bravery and good conduct. Even 
those who gneer loudest at the poor ap- 
parel of those soldiers have borne wit- 
ness to the strength of the men at the 
head of their movement—Gomez and 
Maceo, Garcia and the rest. As Sena- 
tor Foraker points out, these are men 
of high class, men of ability, men of 
patriotism. We have no more right to 
charge them with incompetency to pro- 
vide a stable government that have the 
Cubans to charge President McKinley 
and the generals of the army with the 
acts of ghouls among the volunteers 
who robbed graves in Virginia, or of 
the hoodlums who were sent to Santiago 
to do guard duty and who were guilty of 
about all the crimes that can be charged 
up against man. 

The anti-Cuban howlers have howled 
themselves out of court. They have 
been so loud in their claims and so gen- 
eral in their misrepresentations that the 
transparency of their case has revealed 
itself to the world. There will doubt- 
less be a strong effort on the part of 
these people to make congress enter 
upon a scheme of wholesale robbery 
with regard to Cuba, but although it is 
evident+that this conspiracy is strong in 
administration circles and has many suDp- 
porters among the republican leaders of 
congress, we do not believe they can 
succeed. Theirs is too unholy a cause 
for even the republican majority to 
father. 
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The Real Trouble. 

It is gratifying to note that the re- 
publican newspapers, since the close of 
the war with Spain, have not given 
themselves to the spasms of partisan- 
ship. It would be still more gratifying 
if this praiseworthy abstention could be 
traced to a desire to avoid high-pressure 
politics, or if it could be ‘taken as the 
result of a worthy impulse of patriotism. 

It is to be feared, however, that 
neither the desire nor the impulse re- 
ferred to are responsible for the retir- 
ing disposition of the republican breth- 
ren s0 far as. partisan politics 
are concerned. Truth to tell, they 
have on hand some very ag- 
gravating problems of their own, 
the settlement of which is sure to in- 
volve some serious heart-burnings; and 
they will be fortunate, indeed, if danger- 
ous exposures are avoided. Hannaism, 
which igs responsible for Algerism, 
which may be a very good thing when 
a hotly-contested campaign is on foot; 
but in the business of managing the af- 
fairs of the country, whether in peace 
or war, it takes a sinister aspect and is 
an element of danger to the party that 
gives it hospitable entertainment. 

The experience of parties runs parallel 
to that of individuals. In the long run 
reckless selfishness and high-handed 
disregard of public opinion are sure to 
defeat themselves. The brethren who 
are now crying aloud for emancipation 
of Algerism simp!y have the wrong sow 
by the ear. The are mistaking an ef- 
fect for a cause. Algerism is merely 
one of the miserable outputs of Hanna- 
ism. It isa little more disgraceful than 
usual, but this is mainly becau its 
performances have mainly been’ of a 
public nature. What has been going 
on behind the scenes is far worse; and 
it would be dangerous, indeed, if the 
people did not have ample opportunity 
and a keen desire‘to rid the country 
of such manifestations. 

The end of Hannaism has not come, 
but it will come, and in such a shape 
that it will be many years before there 
can be found in the whole country an- 
other schemer bold enough to tie the 
fortunes of the republic to the wheels 
of a private syndicate. In gorging it- 
self the cormorant not only sickens it- 
self, but shocks and disgusts spectators, 
and what is true in nature is true in 
politics. ‘The public patience is strong, 
but the public conscience is keen; and 
we shall shortly see in this country a 
revolt against Hannaism and all it 
stands for; and fhe dimensions of this 
revolt for years to come will be a guide 
and a warning to those who represent 
the people. 

The republican editors are engaged in 
shifting the responsibility of Algerism 
to Mr. McKinley’s shoulders. If it pleases 
them to do so, well and good. But as 
Algerism is simply the result of Han- 
naism, and as Hannaism hag seized and 
confiscated whatever conscience the re- 
publican party may have had, these ed- 
itors will find that the people desire to 
take part in the shifting process. We 
have believed, and we believe now, 
strongly in the good intentions of the 
president and in his honesty; but these 
qualities and qualifications in one man 
are powerless to resist the loud and 
noisome demands of Hannaism. 

Mr. McKinley is a capable man. Left 
to himself, he would make the country 
a fairly good president; not a brilliant 
one, but an honest, upright, discreet and 
patriotic ruler. Left to himself, he would 
avoid all those temerarious displays 
which are the chief note of Hannaism. 
But he has not been left to him- 
self, and he will not’ be. His 
party will not leave him to himself; 
Hannaism will not leave him to himself. 
It will extract from him every political 
debt that Hannaism contracted—every 
political debt and more. 

We may say to the brethren that they 
are now at the very beginning of the 
popular revolt against Hannaism. They 
are making haste to put the president 
forward as a vicarious victim, but it 
will do them no good. When the par- 
ty surrendered to Hannaism and its 
methods, it made itself responsible, and 
the people will hold it to a strict ac- 
count.

Washington, September 12.—The navy de- 

partment has arrived at what it regards a6 
a fair and satisfactory settlement of the 
question of awarding the contracts for 
the construction of the three battleships. 
When the bids were opened it was found 
that for the fast ships desired, the Newport 
News Company was the lowest, Cramps 
next and the Union Iron Works just above, 
all within the limit of cost fixed by act 
of congress. It was the original plan to 
award the contracts in that order. But 
upon examination of the piams submitted 
by the bidders it was found that the only 
thoroughly satisfactory one was that sub- 
mitted by Cramp, who had simply taken 
the alternate plans suggested by the navy 
department, which amounted to lengthen- 
ing the pull of the ships from fifteen to 
twenty feet, in order to get room for the 
more powerfu] engines to drive the ship 
at eighteen and a quarter knots instead of 
sixteen knots, as at first provided. The 
board of naval bureau chiefs have invited 
the Newport News company and the Union 
Iron Works to amend their plans so as to 
make their ships identical with that pro- 
posed by Cramp. Mr. Scott, of the Califor- 
nia company, has agreed to this, 
and the Newport News company has 
verbally agreed to do the same, so it is 
understood each of the compamies will be 
given the contract for one ship. 
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Will Set Up at El Vedado. 

Havana, September 12.—The American 
evacuation commissioners, it is thought 
probable, will select places of residence 
during the stay of the commission at El 
Vedado, a beautiful village five miles west 
of Havana, on the coast just beyond Punta 
Brava.

protection of these rights people form gov- ~~ 


ernments, These governments in a democ- 
racy should be of the peopie, Dy the people 
and for tne pevple. At tne ume of iae 
framing os; our present Nationa; constitu- 
tion it is said there were put two men if 
that qugust body who favored wnat le 
called a pure democracy—Frankiin ana ste 
vens, both of Penmsyivania. Witn this ex- 
cepuon they ail favored, as was claimed, 
a stronger government, someting on tne 
imperiaistic order in various torms. F.nal- 
iy the present constitution was adopted. 
‘his gives the people the priviiege of eiect- 
ing only the members to the jower house 
of congress. The president, senate and re 
supreme court are ail removed from tne 
peopie. Now, the peopie coulda by direci 
vote, if provisions were made (thefe.or, 
elect by airect vote the pres.dent, sena.e 
and supreme court judges, But .c wouid be 
a difticuit matter to make ail the nevessary 
laws by direct vote. Tnerefore, in oruer tJ 
bring the making of our iaws more in.0

referendum is proposed. 


In the first piace amendments to beth 
State and the nationai constitutions are 
necessary. These amendments should pro- 
vide that when a certain number of te 
voters (say 5 or 7 per cent) shall jetit.oa 
the secretary of state requesting tna: an 
election be held for the purpose of vot.ng 
on some question or questions, as for m- 
étance, “shall the Australian method of 
voting be abolished,” or ‘shall si:ver be 
restored to free coinage on an equal f[o0t- 
ing with gold,’ the secretary shal! order 
(at such time as may be provided by 
amendment to constitution) an election. to 
be held for the purpose of allowing the 
voters to say what action shal] be taken op 
the question. If a majority vote yes, thep 
‘Se legislature meeting after the election 
so held, shall, enact the proposition voted 
on into a jaw. This method would be start- 
ing or initiating a law by the voters them- 
seives, and not by their representatives, 
hence cailed initiative. 

The legislative members have no chance 
to defeat the will of the people. 

Now suppose that a law is not initiated 
by the people, but is passed by the legis- 
lature at ite regular session (mot all laws 
So enacted, but only such as will affect 
the people at large) such laws before g0- 
ing into effect shall be referred to the 
voters for ther approval or disapproval. 
This will place the veto power into tne 
hands of the voters, hence the referendum. 
There should be no discretion given the 
legislature, but all general laws should 
be so referred. The g00d of such imetru- 
ments as the initiative and the referendum 
in the hands of the peopie <an readily be 
seen when once understood. The people will 
have the power of forcing legislation upom 
subjects affecting their interests and it re- 
quires not a visionary prophet to see the 
results of such a power in the hands of 
the people. The whole scheme is democrat- 
ic and should be adopted by every demo- 
atte State convention imto its platform. 

e democrats of Illinoig have taken the 
lead; other will follow in due time. The 
writer sincerely hopes that the democratic 
voters of the progressive state of Georgia 
wilt pat allow the populists, fusionists, etc., 
- raw them away from their party alle- 
é Peas simply because they advocate the 
nitiative and the referendum.

“The geese are flying over!” 

This statement on the part of the ama- 
teur weather prophets means more to them 
than all the instruments in the weather 
man’s office. The old people who can tell 
all about the weather, or think they can, 
for days in advance, look for the geese 
in the fall just like they do at the sun 
every day to tell the correct time. The 
geese fiy over Atlanta every year going 
south, or: at least that’s what the old- 
timers say. The mere fact of their flying 
over does not mean anything, but the time 
of their flight means a great déal. 

“If they come over early in the fall,” 
said the suburbanite, ‘‘as they are doing 
this year, the saying goes that we will 
have an early fall and a severe winter. 
The old people believe that the winged 
geese know more about the weather than 
some of the featherless ones who walk 
about here on the streets of Atlanta, and 
wnen the birds go over they begin to pre- 
pare for winter. Those who keep up with 
the flight of the geese say that they have 
been flying over Atlauca for the jast two 
or three nights on their way south. The 
geese come from the northern lakes and 
as soon as the indications are that the 
weather up north will soon get cold for the 
winter the geese commence their flight 
south.

NEGRO SUPPOSED TO BE DEAD 


He Was Fired Upon with Pistols and 
Shotguns. 


FEMALE CONVICTS. SAVES — VINING 


Page, Who Had Escaped from Stock- 
ade, Ma:e Desperate Attack on 
Vining—Narrow Escape. 


Superintendent Vining, of the 
stockade, has desperate fight with 
negro and narrowly escapes being 
murdered. 


YESTERDAY AT NOON A TERRIFIC 
fight took place at the city stockade be- 
tween a convict and the stockade officials. 
Pistols, shotguns, rocks and sledge ham- 
mers were used and the infuriated con- 
vict came near murdering the superinten- 
dent of the stockade and was shot him- 
self. It is believed he is dead somewhere 
in the woods, 

Several days ago Sydney Page, one of 
the most desperate negroes known in po- 
was tried in the recorder’s 
court and sentenced to serve thirty days 
in the city chaingang. After working a 
few days he escaped and the police were 
On the lookout for him. 

Page picked up some money while he 


lice circles, 


was out and yesterday 
city stockade with the intention of paying 
his fine, so he claimed. He approached 
Superintendent Vining and said: 

“I guess you fellows won’t put the d—n 
lash on my back any more. got 
the money to pay my way.”’ 

Vining knew a fine could not be paid un- 
less the money was taken to the police 
station and handed to the station sergeant. 
He was afraid to let Page get away again, 
so he replied: 

“I will just take charge of you and lock 
you up until I can investigate the case 
more fully.”’ 

“You won't take nobody,’’ replied the 
negro, with an oath, as he started to go 
off. Vining took hold of him and Page 
struck him a blow in the face. The es- 
caped convict is wu powerful negro and 
Vining was aware that he had a desperate 
fight on his hands. For a few seconds 
there was a fearful tussle and the convict 
the best of it. With one powerful blow 
of his fist, the convict felled the chain- 
gang superintendent to the earth, and 
as Vining was falling, Page snatched up a 
heavy sledge hammer, which is used for 
fastening the shackies on prisoners, and 
lifted it high above his head. In another 
moment- the superintendent would have 
been lying there with his head crushed 
like an eggesnell. 

A negro woman, one of the convicts at 
the stockade, rushed up and gave Page a 
tush which moved him far enough away 
from the prostrate form of Vining to make 
the blow fall short and strike the floor. 

The Firing Commences. 

In the meantime Guard Morris came up- 
on the scene and he was closely followed 
by Guard Hart and John Stockton, a white 
convict. Page was not at all cowed 
by the re-enforcements, but still showed 
fight. He threw all the men aside and 
jumped from the window. As he did so, 
Morris fired at him with his pistol. 

The negro, now more like a maniac than 
anything else, gathered up a lot of rocks 
in the yard and began to bombard the pris- 
on Office. Vining ran for his shotgun and 
he fired both barrels squarely at Page, 
who was only a few feet away. The [first 
load took effect and Page groaned with 
pain. The second load of shot hit him in 
the back. 

The stockade by this time was a seene of 
great excitement and it was feared that 
some of the other convicts might take 
the chance to escape. This had to be 
guarded against and kept the officers 
from going in immediate pursuit. 

Superintendent Vining was considerably 
bruised from the fierce encounter, and 
when he called at the police barracks to 
report the affair he was scratched about 
the face and hands. 

Late yesterday afternoon a little negro 
girl went to the barracks to ask if Page 
was in the Grady hospital. She said she 
was related to him and he had been badly 
shot. He must have gone by his home in 
Dora’s alley after the shooting and left 
there to hide in the woods. Tt is believed 
he was mortally wounded and that he will 
die.

Was Almost Murdered. 

One of the guards, in speaking about the 
attack of the escaped convict on the super- 
intendent yesterday, said: 

“If it had not been for the negro wo- 
man Mr. Vining would certainly have 
been brained to death. Page had one of 
the heaviest hammers. at the stockade 
swung aloft and in a second’s more time 
he would have struck Mr. Vining over the 
head. I never saw such an infuriated de- 
mon in my life befvre. He was like a 
madman and there was no reasoning with 
him. He is a powerful negro and can whip 
any three or four ordinary men.”’ 

Page has been arrested often by the 
police and he has always given trouble. 
His head has felt ‘the effecta of a cluba 
number of times. 

A notice was read out to all the police 
watches yesterday and last night instruct- 
ing the patrolmen to keep a close lookout 
for the convict. It is probable, however, 
that when he is found he will not be alive.

The truth 
is we allow other officers to relieve the sta- 
tion sergeants for their meals and that is 
where the trouble is in trying to fix the 
responsibility on the right person.” 

On motion of Commissioner Johnson, the 
chief of police and Commissioner Jones 
were instructed to settle with the young 
man from Griffin, and the board in execu- 
tive session decided to make the two ser- 
geants divide the cost between them, 

But the matter did not end there. All 
the members of the board decided it was 
not right to place a patrolman at the desk, 
who was not a bonded officer, and, be- 
sides, in making Custodian Carlisle do the 
extra work sometimes was an smposi- 
tion. 

For a while it lookéd as if a third sta- 
tion sergeant would be placed on the force 
and the watches divided into eight hours, 
but this was finally voted down and the 
present two sergeants were required to 
remain on duty twelve hours, without any 
time for meals. They will ‘have to bring 
their dinners, suppers and breakfasts with 
them in their little tin buckets hereafier. 

The young man from Griffin was given 
a new pistol like the one he lost, and was 
paid $2.40 for his trip to Atlanta yester- 
day.

The Oregon and the Iowa To Take 


Another Long Trip. 

Washington, September 12.—The navy de- 
partment is shifting some of the officers 
on the battleships Oregon and Iowa prepa- 
ratory to their departure from .New York 
on their long cruise to San Francisco, by 
way of the straits of Magellan. 

The department has just selected from 
among the fleet of colliers acquired during 
the war four of the best and largest to 
accompany the battlesnips on their long 
run. They are the Cassius, the Scindia, 
the Alexander and the Aberendia, and their 
coal capacity is sufficient to insure a full 
supply for the big battleships as well as 
for themselves without subjecting the fleet 
to the refusal of any of the South Ameri- 
can republics to take on coal on account 
of the technical existence of the state of 
war between the Unfted States and Spain. 
No attempt is to be made to drive the 
big ships so as to equal the famous run of 
the Oregon eastward, the need for the 
ships von the Pacific side not being so 
pressing as to warrant incurring the risk 
of injuring the boilers or machinery by 
keeping up full speed. It is expected that 
the battleships, with their colliers, will be 
able to start from New York about the 
end of this month.

“General, do you remember the jast time 
I treated you to a smoke?’ 

“No, I do not,”’ replied Moltke. 

“Well, I shall never forget that mo- 
ment,’ continued Bismarck: “it was at 
Koeniggraeiz, wnen every.hing stood gtull 
and we could not move in any direction. 
One adjutant was sent away after the 
other and no one returned. No informa- 
tion came about the approach of the 
crown prince. I felt down-hearted. My 
you, my dear general. I 
found ‘you not far off and then I said’ to 
myself:.‘When Moltke is smoking so con- 
tentedly the situation canndt be so very 
bad.’ i rode up to you and offered you 
my cigar case. Two cigars were left in 
it, one good and one bad. ‘With your usual 
Strategical clearsightedness you selected 
the good one. That evening I had to be 
Satisfied with the bad one, but it tasted 
excellent.” 

Bismarck was always disliked by the 
diplomatists of the old school, whose 
tricks and conceits he despised. He con- 
founded their clever plans time and again 
by an almost overbearin use of the truth.

There is little doubt that the petition as 
given in full below will be adopted by the 
committee. The document is a strong argu- 
ment in favor of a new depot, setting forth 
the miserable accommodations of the pres- 
ent structure, the urgent necessity for a 
new depot and the duty of the railroads 
to furnish suitable depot facilities at once. 
The petition is accompanied by a piat of 
the present structure, giving facts and 
figures concerning its dimensions, arrange- 
ments, etc. 

There are seven petitions prepared for 
the seven railroad companies entering At- 
lanta as follows: Southern, Western and 
Atlantic, Atlanta and West Point, Georgia, 
Atlanta and Florida, Central of Georgia 
and Georgia, Carolina and Northern. The 
state commission is asked to set a date for 
the hearing at which time the railroads 
wlll be given an opportunity to show cause 
why they should not bui-d a new depot or 
new depots as it is their legal duty to do. 

Petition to the Commissiun. 

Following is the petition against the Cen- 
tral road, similar to the others in form: 

“To the Railroad Commissioners of Geor- 
gia—The petition of the city of Atlanta, a 
municipal corporation of the county of 
Fulton and state of Georgia, complaining 
against the Ceftral of Georgia Railroad 
Company, respectfully shows the following 
facts: 

‘7, Petitioner is, as already stated, a 
municipal corporation, and as such {is 
clothed with the powers and charged witht 
the duties and responsibilities usually de- 
volved upon municipal corporations of this 
state.

THE COOL WEATHER 
HELPS SICK MEN 


Typhoid Fever Patients at the Fort 
Show Decided Improvement. 


DEATH RATE UNUSUALLY Low 


There Are Only 626 Soldiers in Hos- 
pital and 140 Are Convalescent. 


NO MORE WILL COME FROM FLORIDA 


Lieutenant Bell, Who Has Been Dan- 
gerously Ill, Is Improving—His 
Recovery Is Hoped for. 
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) Physicians’ reports at Fort Mc- )!(

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THE COOL WEATHER FOR THE LAST 
few days has been of great advantage to 
the sufferers in the hospitals at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, and especially to those men who 
are ill with typhoid fever. 

Tt is noticeable in going through the 
wards where the typhoid patients are kept 
that in nearly every case the record of 
each man’s condition kept continually by 
the trained nurses shows that the fever is 
rapidly disappearing and the temperature 
returning to its normal condition. 

Large numbers of convalescents have 
been given furloughs by Major Taylor in 
the last two weeks, and while only a short 
while ago there were 800 patients at the 
post, the morning report entered yesterday 
shows that there are now only 626 soldiers 
in the hospitals. Of this number 140 men 
are convalescents, still confined to the 
wards, but furnished stronger food than is 
allowed to the sick and the greater num- 
ber of them are permitted to leave their 
cots at will. 

Few patients if any are to be sent to Fort 
McPherson from the Florida camps in the 
future, as most of the men in the hospitals 
of Tampa and Fernandina have already 
been transferred to the post or sent on the 
hospital train under Major Richards to 
Fort Thomas, Ky. 

The order for the sick to be forwarded to 
Fort Thomas was issued some weeks ago, 
when the hospitals at the post were filled 
to their utmost capacity and no more pa- 
tients could be accommodated. Since then 
the number of men in the hospitals has 
been greatly reduced, but all the patients 
who were intended for Fort McPherson 
have in the meantime been carried on to 
other hospitals. 

The hospitals in charge of Major Taylor 
will continue general hospitals so long as 
there are patients to be sent there from 
other regiments than the Fifth infantry, 
and it will probably be the first of next 
year before all the men now in the wards 
and those to be sent in the future are dis- 
missed from the care of physicians’ and sent 
back to their commands. 

Death Rate Unusually Low. 

For the last month, and particularly in 
the last twa weeks, the death rate at Fort 
McPherson has been very low. The small 
number of men that have passed away 
under the care of the surgeons have nearly 
a'l been fever patients, for whom little 
could be done, except give them the best of 
nursing and attention. 

Two soldiers died yesterday, both of 
typhoid fever. Early yesterday morning 
aaron Bodin, of company D, Third in- 
fantry, passed away and later Wood M. 
Hall, recruit of the Fifth infantry, died in 
hospital A. Hall had been in the garrison 
at the post for several weeks attached te 
the large body of recruits there for his 
regiment, but it is altogether probable 
that the fever cf which he died was con- 
tracted by him before he was gent to the 
post, a8 infection from any eource at the 
barracks hus been declared quite impos- 
sible at Fort McPherson. both soldiers 
will be embalmed and the remains held at 
the hospital for ten days and at the expira- 
tion of that time if tne bodies are not 
claimed by the families or friends of the 
deceased they wi.l be sent to Marietta for 
interment in the national cemetery. 

Lieutenant James Bell, the officer who 
has been dangerously ill at For: McPher- 
sun, is now considered much improved in 
condition and the physicians attending him 
express nope that ne will recover in t.me., 

Lieutenant Bell's family is weil known in 

Atianta, nis father, Major W. W. 
nuw of Chicago, being formerly of 
city, where he was engaged in tae 
business for a number vf years. 
Beil came to Atlanta :n 1373 and moved to 
Chicago in 1877. Many of the p:iominent 
business men of the city rememoer him 
with pleasure and huve tried to make the 
i.iness of his son at Fort McPherson as 
pleasant for him as possiople. 

LieutStiant Bell was taken sick at Waco, 
Ga., where he was sent some weeks ago to 
take command of the recruits for the 
Twelfth infantry, in camp at that place, 
andad was brought to Atianta shortly aiter it 
was discovered that the officer had typhoid 
fever. 

Lieutenant Bell belonged to one of the 
crack regiments of the state of Illinois and 
was commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the regular army in last May. He is a 
brother of the well-Known magazine writer 
and author, Miss Lillian Bell.

THE THIRD GEORGIA REGIMENT, 
which the secretary of war has decided to 
retain in service in preference to the First 
and the Second, will probably receive or- 
ders to move from its present encampment 
at Griffin before the last of this week. 

No information as to the disposition of 
the Third Georgia has reached the depart- 
ment of the gulf, but several of the officers 
who were in the city yesterday stated that 
they had received information that the 
Third Georgia would be sent to Jackson- 
ville Wednesday or Thursday. 

Whether this movement of the regiment 
will interfere with the plan of Governor 
Atkinson, which has been accepted by the 
war department, to allow all the soldiers 
in the regiment left in the service to be 
discharged while those men in the other 
two regimemts who wish to remain in the 
field, to be transferred to the Third, is not 
known, It is probable it will not. 

This was the understanding had by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson while in Washingtom, but it 
seems to be the intention of the secretary 
of war to put the men in camp with Gen- 
eral Lee’s corps as early as possible, so 
they can be prepared in case they are or- 
dered to Cuba im the near future. 

Part of the Third Georgia has not been 
equipped, according to the statement of 
some of the officers of the command, and 
some time will be required to give the men 
full equipment. 1t has been the custom of 
the officials of the war department in 
handling the recruits to give to detach- 
ments complete equipment before sending 
them to the recruit camp, and in this way 
the troops have been enabled to form com- 
panies and get down to drilling without 
any delay. 

Men Anxious To Go. 

One of the officers in the city yesterday 
stated that he was in Griffin at the time 
the order for the Third to remain in the 
service was received, 

“You never saw such jubilation,’’ said 
he, “among a regiment of men before in 
your life. The great percentage of the men 
were anxious to remain in the fleld and 
were terribly disappointed when it was an- 
nounced The first time that the Second 
Georgia had been selected to remain in- 
Stead of the Third |» 

“From what has heen: received from 
Washington I believe that the regiment 
will be sent to Jacksomville Wednesday to 
be attached to General Lee's corps at 
Camp Cuba Libre.”

The task of Superintendent Slaton will 
by no means be a pleasant or an easy one 
owing to the present crowded condition of 
the schools. The indications are that he 
will be able to find room for about fifty 
of the applicants and-the others will be 
left on his hands, with the schools unable 


to accommodate them. 

In accordance with the resolution passed 
by the board of education last Saturday, 
the teachers yesterday morning sent him 
all the children who did not come under 
the order. The reports from the schools 
as filed in the superintendent’s office yes- 
terday afternoon show that there are still 
200 unseated children. 

The schools where 
unable to obtain seats and their 
are as follows: 

Ivy, 12; Walker, 17; Marietta, 30; Fair, 
43: Calhoun, 3; Ira, 20; Davis, 24; Boulevard, 
36: Fraser, 6; Edgewood, 3; Formwalt, 8; 
Williams, 4; West End, 4. Total, 200. 

The conditions tin the schools are such 
that it will be impossible to seat many 
of the applicants by transferring them to 
other districts, because the schools nearest 
to the ones crowded contain no empty 
seats, and were the children to be trans- 
ferred, it would be necessary for them to 
walk greater distances than is desired by 
the board of education. 

When the children go to the office of 
Superintendent Slaton this morning he will 
make arrangements to seat as many of 
them as is possible, but there will be 150 
or more who cannot be given places. 

The probability is that the overplus will 
be recommended to the tender mercies of 
the city council by the board of educa- 
tion, and it wili be left to council to de- 
cide how they will be furnished with an 
education. This seems to have been the 
conclusion reached by the board at its last 
meeting, but the present plan may be 
changed.

Now York, September 12.—There was 3

epeedily wiped out the recoveries of Satur- 
dav and carried prices sharply below the 
iowest level of last Friday for nearly al! 
standard stocks. But the pressure of liqul- 
dation seemed to be relieved by noon, and 
‘here was a -Hsposition to pick up stocks 
quietly and to accord support to weak 
=pots—notably St. Paul. The dealing in odd 
iots in some of the standard dividend pay- 
ers also became quite a feature, indicating 
1 supply of money for investment, notwith- 
<tandine the stiffness of the local money 
market. Weakness in some of the i{ndus- 
trial specialties caused ®™e market to ease 
~& again before the close, hut last prices of 
the railroads were in many cases at sharp 
recoveries from the lowest. Nevertheless 
market net losses resulted from the day's 
trading owing to the severity of the pres- 
sure early in the day. There was continued 
apprehension over the outlook for money, 
but the government crop report and the 
snow storms in the west were aiso ma- 
terial factors. The crop report, though 
hearish on the corn crop as a whole, show- 
ed? sharp deterioration for Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Iowa. This, coupled with the 
snow storms in the corn belt, was very 
clearly indicated in the weakness of Rock 
island, Burlintgon and Union Pacffic. There 
was no actual development to account for 
n decline of apprehension over the money 
market outlook, and how far this feeling 
wae connected with a reported conference 
af leading bankers is not certain. There 
was a growth of conviction that there Is a 
large available supply of money, at least 
outside of New York city. Money rates 
are easy at interior points. and there is 
even buying of commercial paper in the 
New York market by western banks. It is 
quite possible also that a larger amount 
of the new government 6s might be avail- 
able, both for purposes of circulation and 
as security for-government deposits, in the 
banks than has been the case in the event 
of any real stringency of money. Neverthe- 
less the drain of cash from the banks to the 
sub-treasury on account of subscrip- 
tions to the loan continues, and 
sub-tseasury was even a creditor at 
clearing house today on account of 
accumulation of drafts from interior 
pository banks in which government 
posits have exceeded their security by rea- 
son of heavy internal revenue collections. 
There were rumors all day of engagements 
of gold for import, but none of (ese were 
confirmed. The easier tone of the money 
market and the consequent recovery in the 
stock market were apparently due to other 
causes. The large forelgn demand for 
wheat and the evidence of underlying 
strength in the wheat market in face of the 
bearish government crop report had some 
influence in the stock market.

The market shows unmistakable signs of 
having reached its high point for the mo- 
ment and of being probably on the way 
dawn.

Of this amount only $1,200,000 was 
spent in conducting transportation, tgxes 
and general expenses, while about $2,95),- 
000 additional was spent on “maintenance 
of way,” “renewals’’ and ‘‘maintenance of 
equipment,”’ or in other words largely in 
improving the property. After all this 
St. Paul earned 8 1-3 per cent on the com- 
mom stock and, as only S'¢ per cent has 
been paid, about 3 per cent on the stock 
has gone into the property in improeve- 
ments, besides the free expenditures noted 
a few lines back. Unless times get very 
much worse indeed the 5 per cent dividend 
on St. Paul would seem to be safely to 
be counted on, and generally a large sur- 
plus over ought to be earned. The presenti 
dividend is not chargable to the year 
for which the report is issued, and the 
directors of St. Paul are fairly open to the 
criticism that this time last year they de- 
clared a 3 per cent dividend (2 per cent reg- 
ular and 1 per cent extra), whereas now 
with very much larger profits they only 
deciare 214 per cent. Such a proceeding may 
be conservative, Dut it is calculated to give 
undue facilities for speculation 
and should therefore be avoided. This is 
very different from the way the Northwest 
directors act, though we suppose the St. 
Paul people would claim that it was simi- 
lar, for what Northwest does is always -to 
put a large surplus from earnings into the 
property, end wait for the future to give 
the shareholders the benefit. They do not 
alter the rate of dividend meanwhile. 

But St. Paul, as we have shown. while 
no doubt putting money into the road 
freely, has its dividend altered in rather an 
arbitrary fashion. 

Where the executive management of St. 
Paul is so'very good, it seems a pity that 
the dividend policy should be such as to 
unvite criticism. 

As ta Union Pacific preferred, we are 
still of the opinion we have often express- 
ed, viz, that, while the first half yearly 
dividend, if it is declared in October, may 
probably be at the rate of 3 per cent per 
annum, yet the stock will par 4 per cent 
regularly before long. The financial year 
of Umion Pacific is to begin on Ist July, 
and therefore jit is just possible the first 
dividend may be paid a month or two later 
than October.

In Spite of Big Rece'pts There Cash and 
Fotures Advancing. 


EARLY SELLERS ALARMED 


Caused Wheat Prices to Turn Upward. 
Corn and Oats Lower—Provis- 
ions Closed Unchanged.

Lower Liverpool cables, big receipts in 
the northwest and the increase in the 
world’s shipments, especially the increase 
in the shipments from Russia, which 
seemed to discredit the reported crop dis- 
aster in that country, started wheat a 
trifle lower. The corn market was also 
weak and had a depressing influence on 
wheat. Trade was dull and longs liqui- 
dated freely from the start with a good 
sprinkling of selling orders from the out- 
side. Later, however, it was found that 
the northwest markets were holding strong 
and higher in spite of big receipts there, 
and that both cash and futures were ad- 
vancing. That, together with light specu- 
lative offerings, alarmed the early sellers. 
and there was some heavy covering for a 
time, which turned prices upward. Chi- 
cago received only 235 cars against 558 
a year ago, while Minneapolis and Duluth 
arrivals were 1,445 cars ag compared with 
1.103 for the corresponding day, last year 
The sum total of western primary market 
receipts was 1,644,000 wushels, or 252,000 less 
than for the simiiar day the year before. 
The amount of wheat and flour on ocean 
passage showed a decrease for the week 
of 240,000 bushels, compared with 2,000.000 
increase the same week last year. The 
English visible decreased 651,000 bushels 
against 529,000 decrease a year ago. The 
increase in the domestic visible was 1,259,000 
bushels, where the crowd had been led 
to expect an increase of 1,750,000 bushels. 
Such a great array of bullish statistics had 
its natural effect, and was largely instru- 
mental in keeping the price on the advance 
as they came to the knowledge of the 
traders. There was a good demand from 
shippers from the seaboard on a basis of 
2c premium in store here over September 
prices. September opened %@%c lower. 
held at 62%c for a time, then rose gradually 
to G44ar and reacted to 63%c. the closing 
price. December started %c down at W%@

‘ine election so called will be held pur- 
suant to law and sald ordinance at all vot- 
ing precincts in the city of Atlanta within 
the lega? hours of voting on the 5th day of 
October, 1898. At such election voters 
favoring the proposed issue of bonds will 
have the words written or printed on their 
tickets “‘For the issue of two hundred 
thousand dollars of water main bonds,”’ and 
the voters opposing the issue of bonds will 
have the words written or printed on their 
tickets, ‘“‘Against the issue of two hundred 
thousand dollars of water main bonds.”’ 

If the proposed issue of bonds is essent- 
ed to, no part of the principal will be paid 
before the expiration of thirty years, but 
annual taxes will be levied to raise the in- 
terest thereon, eight thousand dollars per

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Mrs. Theodore ‘Birney 
Will Speak at Woman's 
Club Next Wednesday. 


Mrs. Theodore Birney, originator and 
president of the National Congress of 
Mothers, is in the city, the guest of rea- 
tives on Spring street, and will speak at 
the Atlanta Woman's Club Wednesday 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. She arrived in 
the city last Thursday evening and since 
that time has been the recipient of charm 
ing attentions from the Atianta women in- 
terested in the work of the National Con- 
gress. Although not accustomed to public 
speaking, Mrs. Birney accepted the inv'ta- 
tion extended her by Mrs. W. P. Pattillo 
and Mrs. Willlam King to make ap in- 
formal talk under the auspices of the At- 
lanta Woman's Club, hoping to encourage 
thereby the organization of mothers’ clubs 
throughout Georgia. The meeting will not 
be limifead to club women, but all women in 
Atlanta who are in any way interested in 
the education or character building of chil- 
dren are cordially invited to meet the dis- 
tinguished lady Wednesday afternoon. 

As leader of the National Congress of 
Mothers Mrs. Birney represents one of the 
newest organizations o. women, buf in 
purity of purpose, strength of principle and 
broad scope the organization is second to 
none. 

Mrs. Birney is as yet a very young wo- 
man. Being of a manner so essentially 
feminine and modest, one marvels that she 
has originated and etands at the head ofa 
body of women who. represents every 
progressive movement as yet attributed to 
woman. 

The story of the 

National Mothers’ 
is simpfe and interesting, manifesting the 
earnestness of the little woman’s purpose 
and her determination to give to the world 
of women the benefit. of what seemed to 
her almost a divine Inspiration, . 
- "Tt was not long after the birth of my 
second child that I determined to put he- 
fore a few of my intimate friends my idea 
that there should be something like a fra- 
ternity among mothers,”’ said Mrs. Birney 
in an interview relative to her work yester- 
day. “I had a devoted husband, a lovely 
home and everything to make me happy, 
and yet it seemed to me that the responsi- 
bility of the little human souls dependent 
upon me for guidance involved so much 
responsibility that too much could scareely 
be done to acquire the necessary strength 
and knowledge to perform my duties as a 
mother Then I began to think of the hun- 
dreds of mothers not so blessed as I and 
who, besides being deprived of the educa- 
tion that would aid them in the home 
training of their childreu, were lacking in 
the knowledge conducive to making home 
healthy, cheerful and happy. I thought of 
those careless of the responsibilities de- 
volving upon them as mothers and it oc- 
curred to me with convincing force that a 
system of mutual aid should be developed 
among all mothers 

“Then I would look up at the great state 
capitol and realize that there the men 
were making the laws for the state and 
acting upon al] the great movements ma- 
terial and civil, and the thought of the 
great responsibilities of citizenship would 
Occur to me 

“Why, if these men meet and study and 
should not the 
mothers of the future citizens meet, study 
and discuss those principles which would 
enable us to be better mothers and capable 
of directing that citizenship in its early 
stages of child-life and ultimately exercise 
an influence that would mean a betterment 
of all] humanitarian conditions? 

“This question was so continually with 
me that I expressed it frequently to a 
aumber of my progressive women friends, 
who induced me fo speak on the subject 
publicly at the New York Chautauqua the 
Summer of 96 I met there with great 
Sympathy and in November of the same 
year forma) organization was effected in a 
meeting at Washington city.” 

‘Mrs. Birney paid the highest tribute to 
Mrs. Phoebe Hearst, the first vice presi- 
dent of the organization, to whose financial 
and social aid much of its successful de- 
velopment is due. 

In February, 1897, the first nattonal con- 
gress met, to which there came representa- 
tive women from all parts. The second 
congress was last February, which brought 
almost twice as many women as the year 
previous. ° 

In reply to the questions as to what the 
€pecified objects of the national congréss 
were, Mrs. Birney stated that the primary 
“object was to awaken public opinion to a 
recognition of the responsibilities of parents 
and to their need of training in order to 
Properly discharge these responsibilities. 

“In order to do this,” she said, ‘‘the 
Second object is obvious to urge the forma- 
tion of mothers’ clubs, parents’ and teach- 
ers’ unions, child study circles and similar 
organizations throughout the country, for 
the ezrnest study of all that tends to the 
edvantage of the child befpre birth, and to 
its moral, mental and physica] develop- 
ment afterwards. 

“Another object of the national congress 
is to hold an annual convention, at which 
delegates can report upon past progress 
@nd receive the benefit to be derived from 
& great gathering of earnest women and 
men animated by a love of humanity and 
an ardent desire for the attainment by the 
race of a nobler type of manhood anl wo- 
mantood.”’ 

When asked why she thought such a con- 
&ress was needed, Mrs. Birney wag elo- 
quent in her reasoning. 

“Humanity demanded a medium for the 
mutual development of mothers,”’ she said, 

because, while the most careful training 
is requisite to success in any of the varied 
vocations of life, the vocation of parent- 
hood, of all others the most sacred, the 
most important, has been until recent

called a congress of mothers, since its 
objects appeal to fathers, guardians, edu- 
cators and all those who are in any way 
associated with child life, i 

“It is so called because the mother’ has 
been divinely appointed to be the care- 
taker of the child, and because of her con- 
Stant and close contact with it. She would 
naturally be the first to respond to the 
call which was issued in October, 1896. 

“The studies Suggested and pursued 
among the mothers’ clubs auxiliary to the 
national congress of mothers are all those 
based upon the Froebel principles of child- 
life. If it is necessary for the teacher 
of the child to educate herself in child-life 
in order to give him his first lessons, it 
would seem all the more necessary for the 
mother to similarly enlighten herself, since 
her work begins before and continues after 
the teachers, and the mother’s intuition is 
not SO great that it could not be the more 
developed and improved by study of those 
principles which tend to universal] better- 
ment.’’ 

Mrs. Birney spoke of the close relation of 
the mother and the teacher, and especially 
the kindergarten teacher, and expressed a 
fhope that: an auxiliary of the national 
congress of mothers would soon be organ- 
ized in Georgia, and that the kindergarten 
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‘The Peoples and Politics of. the Far 
Bast.’ and Lafceadio Hearn’s more aes- 
thetic studies, ‘Out of the East,’ ‘Kokora’ 
and others.

Have you ever taken up a piece of cut 
glass and upon. hojding it to tne light, ob- 
served that wonderful briltancy whidh is 
so much, sought after, then .ake up a 
piece of another manufacture, cut appar- 
ently in the same way, but lacking én- 
tirely the brjHianey ‘possessed vy the other? 

It is just that which constitutes the 
‘difference in cut glass, and it is upon this 
very point that, American mmuuufacturers 
drove the European. cutters out of. the 
American market; but even among Amer- 
ican cutters there is a great difference. 
Poor cut glass when held to the light has 
a milky appearance, this is due to the 
excessive percentage of lead which was 
used in its fusion; skill is then required 
for driving this lead out; for its presence 
interferes with the power of refraction 
that is desired in the glass after cutting 
the facets in the designs. Another feature 
which indicates poor glass is the lack of 
polish in the cutting, also the absence of 
sharpness in the angles. The skilled cut- 
ter must know something of the laws of 
refraction, and this knowledge joined to 
manual dexterity in polishing out’ the 
grooves and faces makes all that there is 
in really brilliant cut glass. Much cheap 
cut glass has been thrown upon the market 
of recent years, but most ladies are now 
so well acquainted with eood points in 
glass that dealers are finding the cheap, 
milky-looking goods ‘‘hard stock.’’ There 
is one factory in this country which has 
met with most wonderful success in the 
sale of its products; which is entirely 
due to the fact that they never made 
a poor piece of glass.

THE AGGREGATE TA RETURNS | COMMITTEE TO PREPARE BILL 
| : 


Result of Captain Harrison’s Work; Measure Concerning the Election of 


Shows Total Aggregate Value of 
Property in State $369,118,403. 

Captain Tip Harrison, of the comptroller 
general’s office, has completed the aggre- 
gate tax returns of the state for the year 
1898, and these show a falling off of $916,509. 
But for the fact that the list of defauiters 
is unusually Jarge, and that these are dou- 
ble taxed, the returns this year would 
have been considerably less than last year. 

The aggregate returns for 1898 are $369,- 


118,403, as compared to $370,034,912 in 1897. 


The single value of tho property of the 
defaulters this year is $2,862,603, as com- 
pared to $1,336,201 last year. It will be seen 
that the value of the property of defaulters 
this year is almost double what it was last 
year. This property is double taxed, and 
owing to its increase, the difference in the 
returns between 1897 and 1898 is. made con- 
siderably less. 

The property on which the tax is collect- 
ed and the amount is as follows:

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City Court Judges: Will Go Before 
the Next Legislature. 


In accordance with :the wishes of: the cit- 
izens of Atlanta, the legislative committée 
of the county commissioners will prepare a 
bil} to be presented to the next general as- 
sembly calling for the election of city court 
judges and solicitors of city courts by the 
people. This question was submitted to 
the voters of Fulton county last June at 
of the cownty board, and it 
was overwhelmingly indorsed. 

The legislative committee of the county 
commissioners consists of Judge H. E. W. 
Palmer, Judge E. B. Rosser and Mr. J. J. 
Spalding. These gentlemen will begin 
work on the bill within a very short time, 
and will have it ready to be presented to 
the next general assembly. The bill may 
apply only to Fulton county, or it may be 
decided to have it embrace the entire state. 

The term of office of Judge John D. Ber- 
ry, of the city criminal court, expires Au- 
gust 24, 1899, while the solicitor of his 
court, James F. O'Neill, will be in office 
until February 23, 1900. The term of office 
of Judge H. M. Reid, of the first division 
of the city court, will expire July 20, 1900. 
The law at present provides for appoint- 
ments of these positions by the governor, 
and for confirmation by the senate, and un- 
less a change is made it will devolve upon 
Hon. Allen D. Candler to fiil the places. 

A number of attorneys in the city have 
been mentioned for the offices now occu- 
pied by Judge Berry and Solicitor O'Neill, 
but so far no opposition has Ueveloped to 
the re-election of Judge Reid.

“Without entering into any discussion of 
the merits of this protest, I desire, as a 
member of the Piedmont Driving Club, toa 
enter my protest against the effort of 
four members of the board of directors 
(a bare majority of the board) to commit 
the club to a poiey which I am sure 
would not be sustained by the membership 
of tne club, and which is utterly antagon- 
istic to the best interests of the city. 

“Whatever may be the private opinions 
of foun members of the directory, I be- 
lieve that the great body of the member- 
ship {!s willing to put up with a trifling 
temvorary inconvenience, and if necessary, 
to forego entirely for a few months the 
delights and-comforts of the club in order 
to secure for the city the great advantages 
that would accrue by reason of the loca- 
tion of a large military camp here.
